. Before Santiago, July 2.—The first day of 
July will be a famous one in the history of 
the United States. The representatives of 
the great nations were there to witness the 
first great land battle of the war, and their | 
verdict was unanimous. Whatever criticism 
may be passed hereafter upon the tactics 
adopted yesterday, the bravery of our sol- 
diers has been established forever. 

When the cavalry brigade first Broke cover 


» under the hottest fire that troops ever en- - 


countered and stormed the first line of Span- 
ish trenches the British naval attaché, with 
a record of great fights behind him, declared 
that he had never witnessed so gallant an 
attack; German, French, Austrian, Russian, 
and Japanese critics were amazed. In the 
face of so splendid an achievement the voice 
of the expert was silent; even praise rer 


guperfiuous. 
One of the World’s Glorious Deeds. 


Whatever may be the outcome of the pres-_ 


ent struggle—and today the momentary is-_ 


gue is still undecided—the first day’s fight 
at Santiago must rank as one of the glorious 
military deeds of the world’s history. 
When we left camp hurriedly before day- 
break yesterday morning no one, even 


gmong the staff officers themselves, had 


any conception of the struggle that was 
coming. The general impression among the 
well-informed was that our position before 
the doomed city was to be definitely estab- 
lished. Our guns were to be placed and 
possibly the artillery duel might begin. 

To grasp the situation it must be under- 
gtood that the valley along which the army 


‘hhad been -raveling since the heights of 


Sevilla were taken widens out about three 


miles from Santiago at the point where 


General ter’s headquarters are now 

situated. From here the main road to the 

city winds along the bottom, shaded by fine 

bes and bordered by. dense underwood 

gntt! the broad meadow bottom is reached 

which lieg just below the ridge, where the 
Spaniards have made their outer intrench- 

Menta, Right in the center of the ridge is 
the main redoubt of San Juan, just a 

thousand yards from the city walls, our 

main objective point. Half way between 

headquarters and the redoubt a spur comes 

down from the hills on our left flank, just 

beyond the sugar factory of El Poso. 


‘Scene of the Engagement. | 


On the top of that spur our field artillery 
was to take up a position within 2,500 yards 
of*the Spanish lines. Away on the right 
flank two miles north of El Poso lies the 
Village of Caney, which yesterday morning 
was full of the enemy’s riflemen. Judging 
_ from past experience, no-one could expect 
any serious resistance at that point. It 
Would be evacuated just as Baiquirni, Ju- 
Tagua, and Sevilla had been evacuated be- 


‘ The general movement, therefore, was 

simple in the extreme. Lawton’s division 
‘was to advance on the right, with one bat- 
tery of artillery under Captain Capron, and 
fake Caney en route, capturing, if possible, 
@ few hundred Spaniards in passing. 
._ The cavalry division, under Wheeler, was 
sent up the center along the main road, 
covered by Grimes’ battery on the spur at 
El Poso. Kent's division held the left flank, 
on the high ground between the road and the 
$ea, with orders to close in for the final 
attack, thus flanking the main 
6ition at San Juan. 

A pretty plan; which only failed in one 
respect. It entirely overlooked the possi- 
bility of a strong resistance at Caney. But 
even that would have availed the Spaniards 
little if our object had only been, as most 
of us thought !t was, to establish our posi- 
tion before beginning the final assault. =, 


Astonishingly Abrupt Assault. | 


_™ As it was, the assault came with aston- 


ishing abruptness from our center and left, 
leaving Lawton’s division still at Caney, so 
that our right flank was unprotected, and 
“during the greater part of the day only one 
of our batteries was in position to provent 
®ur advance. 

El Poso was the scene of great activity at 
o'clock yesterday morning. Down in the 
Pear of the spur the yard of the sugar fac- 
tory was full of cavalrymen and Cubans. 
The position of the guns was hardly a hun- 
dred yards ‘in front of us. On the top of 
a steep incline the horses were betng har- 
hessed up to get the little field pieces up the 
hill.

We had not long to indulge in expectation, 


‘for less than an hour later the first shot 
from Grimes’ battery was sent flying over | 


the red blockhouse on the San Juan redoubt. 
The gun was sighted for 2,800 yards, but al- 
most immediately the range dropped to 


close our position to the Spanish gunners. 
Consequently the spectators immediately re- 
tired a couple of hundred yards up the spur 
to the left. Possibly the rising sun obscured 
the vision of the enemy, for we were able 
to get to our point of vantage before the first 
answer wasgiven. Once there the panorama 
was magnificent. With the naked eye ios 
could easily pick out every onesof the Span- 
ish trenches. The big redoubt was right in 
front of us, and by turning to the north we 
could get a fairly accurate idea of the prog- 
ress of events at Caney, two miles away. 


Like Sitting in the Royal Box. 


We had a shelter of a good tree to keep off 
the heat-of the sun and altogether our situa- 
tion was like the royal box at the opera ona 
gaja night. Moreover, the various foreign 
attachés were there to gite their opinions 
upon the plan of campaign and we were just 
near enough to the line of fire to get the sen- 
sation of bursting shrapnel, while being in 
perfect safety, for the Spaniards knew our 
position exactly and wasted no shots by 
shooting to right or left. My 

The first answer came with a wicked shriek 
and a twang as of an enormous fiddle string 
as the shrapnel scattered. The Spaniards 
made excellent practice, kiNing two men and 


wounding five at the batteries before the 


fight was many minutes old. Their tendency 


being to throw rather high, they proceeded 


further to drop shells right; into the sugar 
factory behind the mill, where, for some 
extraordinary reason, the cavalry were 
standing ready to advance and the hospital 
corps had established their quarters. For- 
tunately, the Rough Riders escaped with 
three men wounded and a/few horses dis- 
abled. 
The Spaniards were firing a sma 
two and one-half-inch shrapnej shell, but 
considering their powder was smokeless and 
ours was not they had considerably the bet- 
ter of it. It was impossible all day positively 
to locate their guns, while ours were pain- 
fully apparent. The duel lasted just an hour, 
and then firing ceased for a time on both 
sides, the Spaniards in all cases apparently 
following our example and saosin sex fo take 
the initiative. 


War Balloon in Action. 


- In the meantime our cavalry division had 
been moving slowly along the valley quite 
out of. sight, in the woods, followed and 
sometimes led by the balloon which had 
been sent up for prospecting purposes. Away 
on the right we could see a hot fight going 
on round Caney. Capron’s battery was still 
firing with extraordinary rapidity, but the 
Spaniards were making a determined stan. 
For two hours the rifle fire was incessant 
and gradually the light smoke which comes 
even from smokeless powder disclosed the 
situation. Chaffey was hemming them in on 
the right, having executed a complete flank 
movement, while Bates’ division had come 
up on the left of Caney, and was right be- 
tween us and the stone building, where the 
Spaniards were making their last stand at 
the end of the town. , 

The resistance was wholly unexpected, but 
it soon ceased to attract our attention, for 
suddenly, at 11:15, a hot fire was opened upon 
the head of our line down in the valley from 
the Spanish trenches. They fired first of all 
upon the balloon, which of course marked 
our advance along the road. The balloon 
came down at a rapid rate, but the damage 
was already done. The Spaniards knew 
every foot of the road and from that moment 
they kept up a murderous succession of vol- 
leys upon the unhappy cavalry brigade, 
which had hoped to reach the edge of the 
meadow bottom and get into the open for 
the charge before their presence in the val- 
ley was known. To make matters worse, 


_the Spanish artillery began work again, 


throwing sharpnel right over the heads of 
our advancing column. The narrow wood 
was literally packed and the first results 
were terrible. 


Veritable Valley of Death. 


_ From the hill we could not see the effect 

of the Spanish volleys, but we knew that 
down in the trees below us there must be 
a veritable valley of death. Grimes’ battery 
opened about half an hour later and suc- 
ceeded in attracting a good deal of the artil- 
lery fire from our.column, and this time 
without loss, for the Spaniards fired just a 
shade too high and every shell burst in 
the sugar factory, behind where now, fortu- 


nately, there were no ‘troops ready to gO 


into action. 

But although our battery did not suffer 
our own fire seemed to be equally futile, 
The third shot hit the red blockhouse on the 
redoubt right in the center, but there was 
not the slightest cessation on the part of 
the riflemen in the pits, Every now and 
then, as Our shrapnel burst over their heads 
or scattered the earth on the escarpment of 
a rifle pit, the next volley would be rather 
ragged, but as a rule each explosion was 
followed by a sharp, well defined volley, 
showing that the Spaniards were tag ex- 
cellent control. : 

Indeed, from all appearances their 
line must be as good as ours, Their officers 
had them well in hand, and we could see 
them walking bolt upright behind the 
trenches, directing the fire in the most un- 
concerned manner, while our ehrapnel burst 
allt round them,

Springfield, July 12.—[ Special. ]—Carter 
H. Harrison is the maddest man tonight 
Springfield has'seen in years, and he has 
good right to be huffy, too. He came down 
to Springfield on invitation of the State 
Central committee on a special train. He 
brought with him all the lights of 
County Democracy and the Cook County 
Marching Club band, the same band that 
went to New York and set Tammany crazy. 
He had prepared himself with a speech be- 
fore he left Chicago. Although importuned 
to give up the speech for publication, he 
wisely kept it in his pocket. It is in his 
pocket yet, for he did not get a chance to 
deliver it. Everybody thought he was go- 
ing to speak, but he did not. 

Judge William Prentiss opened up the 
exercises of the Democratic State conven- 
tion by talking for an hour anda half. The 


Mayor was on the conven occupying a. 


seat in the rear. 

Prentiss quite wearied the ‘siioniaiilien: but 
to add more to their discomfort loud cries 
were heard for Governor Altgeld. That gen- 
tleman talked quite as long as Prentiss. 
In fact he”kept at it for such a length of 
time that even his most ardent admirers 
wished he might quit. It was the same old 
game one often seés during the campaign 
where the first man to get the platform takes 
all the time and shuts the other fellow out. 

Mayor Harrison saw what was going on. 
He was being frozen out. The evident pur- 
pose was to hold him up until late in the 
afternoon, when the delegates had gone out 
to drink beer or taken their departure from 
the city and let him speak to empty benches, 
80 about 2 o’clock he left the convention 
and came to the city. 

An hour or so afterward when ‘the con- 
vention was thin, Alex. Jones made a speech 
asking that a committee be appointed to 
invite Harrison to present himself. This 
was done and the committee began working 


the telephone. They sent down to the Le-. 


land for him and this is the answer they 
got over the wire: ‘‘ Mayor Harrison pre- 
sents his compliments and says he cannot 
return to the fair grounds this afternoon. 
He is in-a tub taking a bath.”’ 

It was a rough deal on the Mayor, and it 
is no wonder he is angry. 


Makes a Feint at Fusion. 


The convention ground out a ticket with | 


all possible ease. It gave the Populists a 
nominee for Trustee of the State Univer- 
sity, a man by the name of Seiler, ona 
proposition fora fusion. Dunlap was named 
for Treasurer, Stiver for Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, and Mrs. Julia Holmes 
Smith, Napoleon Morris, and Jacob Seiler 
for Trustees for the university. There was

ing that Mr. Cable now regarded his action in 
1896 as a mistake, and thatghe was now in 
full accord with the Chicago platform. Mr. 
Hurst then said: ‘I have talked with Gov- 
ernor Altgeld, and he assures me that the 
selection of Mr. Cable as a member of the 
State Central committee will not be objec- 
tionable to him.” 

C. K. Ladd, chairman of the snedtine, said 
that Cable was in hearty sympathy with the 
platform of 1896. # 

‘He is a noble fighter and organizer, 
said Mr. Ladd. “‘ He is a man whose serv- 
ices the Democratic party can ill afford to 
do without.

Report ‘That the General Will Be

‘General James H. Wilson is going to 
Cuba, and will be put in charge of what the 
President regards as the most important 
work of the situation. He may be made 
military Governor and may undertake the 
execution of the reconstruction policy of the 
administration. The President has great 
confidence in General Wlilson’s judgment. 
His work of setting up a new governnmcnt

‘‘General Miles. has been credited with a 
desire to lead the Puerto Rico expedition. 
This desire will be gratified. General Miles 
will perform the same supervisory part that 
he did at Tampa in making up the expedi- 
tion at Santiago and getting it off to Fuerto 
Rico.

day whether Spain had begun peace negotia- 

tions, replied: ‘‘ No, but what other remedy 
is there?’’

Madrid, July 12.—It is the belief here in 
official circles that a direct overture for 
peace with the United States is only a ques- 
tion of hours. The Queen Regent is as 
anxious as the Ministers to come to terms, 
if the United States is not too exacting; 
otherwise the war party is sure to have its 
own way. , 

The resignation of the Cabinet is the 
crisis which the revolutionary parties have 
hoped for. To use the words of a leading. 
Liberal member of the Cabinets 

‘Strange to say, it is the United States 
which has to decide whether by imposing on 
the Queen Regent, the government, the mon- 
archical parties, and the Generals hard con- 
ditions of peace a revolution or a republican 
military uprising shall take place. 

“ With Carlism rising and civil war in its 
wake, should America be generous enough |- 
to meet us half way we would assent to the 
indépendence of Cuba and the payment of 
a war indemnity, if not so heavy as to cripple 
the restoration of our finances: and destroy 
our credit. 

‘* Naturally, in the Philippines we would 
not attempt to reéstablish the old state of 
things or the preponderance of the friars, 
and we might devise some scheme of auton- 
omy, coupled with a commercial régime, 
United 


States and the European powers. 
Will Not Yield Puerto Rico. 


*“ The only thing we etand is any 
American design against ule in Puerto 
Rico, which the natives there neyer oppoged. 


If America by too” hard conditions drives 


must be prepared to face the complications 
in Europe that are sure to risé. From-her 
proposed aggressions on the coast of the 
peninsula, the Canaries, and the Balearics 
complications would be sure to arise, as well 
as from her having undertaken to rule, pro- 
tect, and maintain order in Cuba and the 
Philippines after we lose them.”’ 

The Spaniards seldom nowadays keep se- 
cret even their state designs, while, on the 
other hand, they persist in never being in 
touch with the realities of the situation at 
home, abroad, or in the colonies. Conse- 
quently in the present critical moment their 
statesmen fancy they can outwit America 
and win over European sympathies, if not | 
more practical support, by a bold stroke | 
under the cloak of peace overtures. | 


To Test America’s Motives.

I am able to state on the highest author- 
ity that the dbove plan meets the entire 
approval of the Vatican and Austria and 
Germany, because it affords the desired pre- 
text for the European powers to intervene 
in defense of the monarchy of Spain and 
Spanish rule in Oceania, even if they ob- 
tain no substantial territorial or commer- 
cial concessions as the price of mediation. 

The principal object of Spain will be to 
retain her hold in Puerto Rico, because the 
government wishes to pacify the nation, 
which is feeling sorely the idea of re- 
linquishing its possessions ia the new 
world. 

They also hope to put Ameribe to serious 
embarrassment when it comes to the point 
of having to guarantee before all Europe 
not only the lives and property of Spanish 
loyalists in Cuba, but considerable European 
interests in that island. 

The Philippines are, according to Euro- 
pean diplomacy, the touchstone of Amer- 
ican designs in the eyes of European courts 
and governments. They are - perfectly 
aware the Queen herself, if possible more 
than the government, has at heart to keep 
a hold on the archipelagoes for political and 
commercial reasons, and above all for re- 
ligious motives, to secure in Spain the sup- 
port of the church and the Jesuit friars for 
her son’s cause against the Carlists.

Officials at Washington Be- 
lieve Shafter Holds 
Santiago.

ENEMY MAY HAVE GONE. 


Toral Probably Retreated to the 
. West While Parleying | 
“with Shafter. 


ANXIETY AT THE -CAPITAL. 


Washington, D. July 12.—[Special.]— 
In the absence of direct advices from Gener- 
als Miles and Shafter bearing upon the prog- 
ress of events ‘since the bombardment of 
Santiago was discontintied in.recognition of 

‘the flag of truce sent from the enemy’s lines’ 
it is the general belief in official circles that’ 
the Spanish military authorities have sur- 
rendered the provincial capital to the Amer- 
icans.* 

Indeed, it may be said that something more 
substantial than mere speculation actuates 
this belief, as rumors based upon telegyaphic 
advices from various sources are current in 

the city representing Santiago as having 

capitulated. | 
Secretary Alger and the President expect 
to receive confirmatory dispatches at any 
moment in response to a request telegraphed 
to Shafter this evening asking for a complete 


and the progress of events since he forward- 
ed his dispatch last evening. 

In view of advices recéived from Shafter 
this morning it is the opinion of President 
McKinley, Secretary Alger,,and other Cab- 
inet officers that General Toral, realizing the 
hopelessness of resisting the inevitable cap- 
ture of the city, surrendered, though sub- 
ordinate officers believe the Spaniard has 
succeeded in deceiving Shafter while parley- 
ing over the terms of surrender, and man- 
aged to cover up the retreat of a large part 
of his forces. , 

In this event the Americans will find them- 
selves in possession of a shell—an emty gar- 
rison.and city—for the capture cf which the 
struggle was worthless, but perhaps un- 
avoidable. In fact, such is the firm belief 
of cautious army officers whose reluctance 
to voice their opinions distinguishes them 
from their more talkative companions. 

In view of Shafter’s silence, which has been 
a source of much anxiety and Jrritation to 
the President. and his advisers during the 
entire day, it is pointed out by military 
experts that no other contingency can be 
conceivyed,. If Shafter captured the city or 
accepted its capitulation, together with Li- 
nares, Toral, their soldiers, and arms, it is 
asserted both Miles and his immediate sub- 
ordinate would have been impetuously eager 
to report the fact to Washington, though if 
Shafter has been deceived by the enemy no 
blame for his faflure te accomplish the 
prime object of*hig campaign—the capture 
of Spain’s army in Santiago de Cuba—will be 
attached to General Miles, whose critics 
would be quick to come to Shafter’s rescue, 


_ Explaining Shafter’s Silence. 
In military. circles Shafter’s silence is ex- 


it becomes necessary to make an adverse or 
unsatisfactory report, which, of course, 
- would be the result if Toral’s soldiers accom- 
plished a sortie from the provincial capital 
under the cover of a feint and feeble reply 
to the bombardment of the American war- 
ships and artillerists.

It is realized that it will require some time 
before the President’s message is delivered 
to Shafter or Miles from Playa del Este at 
the headquarters of the army of invasion on 
the outskirts of Santiago, but when taking 
his departure from the War department this 
evening Secretary Alger expressed con- 
fidence that a reply would be received by 
midnight. | 

President McKinley and Secretary Alger, 
however, had their minds pretty well made 
up late this afternoon that Santiago has fal- 
len; but that when the Americans took pos- 
session of the city they found the largest 
portion of the army had left. It cannot be dis- 
puted, however, that if Toral and Linares 
succeeded in stealing the march upon the 
Americans, using that precious flag of truce 
to cover up the retreat of the biggest part of 
their forces they acted in accord with 
the privileges of civilized and honorable war- 
fare, and it would be considered a pretty fair 
achievement, Shafter being the victim of 
Spanish strategy and his own generous im- 


| Criticism May Be Harsh. 

It may be that military experts are ina 
measure harsh in their erfticisms and hasty 
in their. conclusions; but they assert that 
facts exist to support their belief. ‘Every 
step in the fighting and every phase of the. 
negotiations for a surrender, even Shafter’s 
own reports, it is asserted, point to the 
probability of a successful sortie by the 
enemy through the mountain pass on the 
west bank of the bay, while Shafter was 
preparing a coup and extending undeserved 
courtesies to the enemy. 

It is possible, military experts assert, that 
Shafter never. entertained the slightest sus- 
picion of Toral’s supposed deception or 


to complete the investment of the city. In- 
deed, Santiago was completely surrounded 
when Shafter made his report this morr- 
ing, so that if any of the enemy’s forces re- 
mained after the discontinuation of the 
bombardment yesterday afternoon they are 
within the walls of the provincial capital to 
stay. In conséquence, while surrounding 
the city gradually the period of 
truce and also’during thé Ponibardment, it 
is reasonable to assume; say arty officers, 
that Shafter was-probably acting on the 
belief that the’ Spaniards would remain in 
the city to defend’ Spain's ancient citadel

It ia, however, the siticére hope of Bhafter’s 
friends and- superiors that he was not de- 
ceived, although each is willing to admit. 
that cirtumsetances warrant the belief that 
when the city was completély invested and: 
the enemy sent up its flag of truce Shafter 
the Spanish army. had ree 
treated, and: consequently was not partic 
ularly anxious to report the fact to Wash- 


| Toral Had Time to Retreat. 

It is admitted by: Daval and military of- 
cers that the Spaniards had ample time and 
opportunity to escape and by the former 
that the bombardment of the fleet at avchor- 
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was not adequate or destructive enough to 
prevent a retreat across the bay and through * 
the mountain pass on the west into the fast- 
nesses of the interior. In fact, it is cheer- 
fully admitted by officials of the Navy de- 
partment that the shells of the warships 
fell short of the mark—the heart of the city 
—and only servéd to spfead terror among 
the remafning non-combatants, while the 
American artillerists from their positions 
on the hills east and north of Santiago were 
‘naturally more successful in their fire. 

Officials of the Navy department made no 
attempt to conceal the fact that Sampson 
had been unsuc€essful in forcing the harbor, 
but his failure to do so is attributed to the 
discovery that coast defenses are vastly 
superior to’the guns of warships and more 
impregnable to attack. 

It is said by naval and military ordnance 
officers that land fortifications are capable 
of standing off warships of twice their ° 
numerical strength, pointing to the survival 
of Morro Castle of numerous bombardments. 

The fortifications of New York harbor, 
with their disappearing guns, are capable 
of repulsing the strongest fleet which any 
one country could concentrate against them, 
and hence Morro and Estrella Battery, 
though provided with ancient guns, are pro- 


} portionately capable of withstanding an 


attack by Sampson’s warships. ) 

In this lies the excuse of Sampson’s failure 
to force the harbor, in the opinion of naval 
officers, although it now appears that his. 
further codperation is unnecessary if Santi- 
ago has fallen. It is a mistaken impression 

which has obtained that it was the object 

of a joint attack of the naval and military 
forces to entirely destroy Santiago. Bom- 
bardment by the gunners of the fleet and 
the artillerists of the army was intended to 
subdue the Spaniards into a surrender and 
convince them of the hopelessness of re- 
sistance, but in view of the accepted belief 
that a large part of Toral’s forces escaped 
its object failed. 

In some quartefs the attempt was made 
to suppress criticism and speculation of 
Shafter’s failure to report the progress of 
events before Santiago since yesterday aft- 
ernoon, but the irritation and anxiety of the 
officials was manifested by frequent com- 
plaints, which created rumors of the fall 
of the provincial capital and the retreat of 
the enemy’s forces. ,‘‘ It may not be so bad 


| after all,” said one bureau chief, and we 


ought to withhold our opinion until Shafter 
is heard from.’”’ 


Colored Soldiers Needed. 

Present plans of the War department con- 
template garrisoning Santiago with colored 
soldiers and immunes to the exclusion of 
other troops, in view of the belief that sol- 
diers who enjoy immunity from fevers prev- 
alent in Cuba, as colored people and im- 
munes are believed to be in the swampy . 
country in which Santiago lies. 

In the regular army there are but four 
colored regiments, the Twenty-fourth and 
Twenty-fifth Infantry and the Ninth and 
Tenth Cavalry, three of which are now at 
Santiago. The Twenty-fifth Infantry is 
rendezvoused at Dry Tortugas, but will be 
sent to Cuba within a week. 

With these four regiments commanded by 
white officers, of course, and the ten im- 
mune regiments formed or in process of or- 
ganization, the government will have a 


force sufficient to garrison the city indef- 
initely. | 

It is the intention of the administration 
when Santiago is completely in the hands of 
the Americans to send to Puerto Rico the 
soldiers who are now in Cuba, except the 
colored regiments, under the command of 
General Miles, and fill up the gap with the 
immunes. It is realized it would be ex- 
tremely dangerous to the health of Amer- 
ican soldiers to keep them In Cuba,through- 
out the rainy season, and for this reason 
more than anything else it was decided to 
garrison Santiago with colored soldiers and 
immunes exclusively. 


Next Move to Puerto Rico. 


It is probable that General Miles will em- 
bark his ‘veteran soldiers,”’ which is a 
title well earned by the boys in Cuba, in the 
transports which will convey the garrison 
to Santiago and at onc® set sail for Puerto 
Rico, It may not be for twoor three weeks, 
of course, that the plans will be ready for 
execution, but meanwhile General Brooke, 
now at Chickamauga, will prepare his regi- 
ments for service with General Miles’ expe- 
dition, It is possiblé that General Brooke 
will be the only commanding officer, except 
General Miles, fo participate in the invasion 
of Puerto Rico, He secured Secretary Al- 
ger’s promise to be sent to Puerto Rico in 
lieu_ of his failure to go to Cuba, but [It seems 
that no consideration has been given to 
Major Generals Wade, Coppinger, and 
Fitzhugh Lee. | 

Much criticism has been heaped upon the 
government for the manner in which com- 
manding officers of volunteers have been 
ignored, although no one has heard a com- 
plaint from that brave old ex-rebel, Fitz- 
hugh Lee, whose sénse of duty prevents him 
from sdying a word, 

General Lee, it appears, has been com- 
pletely lost to notice down in Jacksonvile, 
and it has been found expedient to assign 
Colonel William Jennings Bryan to a berth 
beside him, where neither will have the op- 
portunity to distinguish himself, — 

General Brooke was not content with the 
prospect of remaining in camp at Chicka- 
mauga with his corps, and properly made 
represemtations to -Gecretary Alger, which 
bore fruit. With Brooke’se and the 
army now in Cuba, General Miles will have 
a force of about 30,000 men, which is con- 
sidered sufficient to make the déeseent upon 
Puerto Rico . 

No Attack on Havane Till Fall, 

In view of the momentous task it will be to 
capture the capital of Cuba it has been defi- 
nitely determined to put off the attack upon 
Havana until fall, if, indeed,-by*that time 
Spain has not discovered her inferiority and 
made. her peace With Ameriéa.

‘‘This Dr. Cassidy claims to have found a 
gas which will carry medicine by inhalation 
to the affected part. The million dollars 
offered by the blind millionaire, Charles B, 
Rouss, is safe. He is blind from atrophy of 
the optic nerve, and there is no cure. Ifthe 
approach of atrophy is suspected it can be 
checked, but once it seizes on the nerve the 
case is hopeless. I never heard of Dr. Cas- 
sidy before.’’ 

Dr. J. H. Buffum was equally outspoken, 
“Dr. Cassidy makes an impossible claim,’ 
he said. ‘‘ Medicine may prevent atrophy of 
the nerve but cannot cure it. Anything 
which raises the tone of health aids in pre- 
venting atrophy of the nerve, but the blind- 
ness which follows the complete atrophy is 
beyond skill or medicine.”’ |

Roosevelt Leads on the Cavalry.

“bottom between the woods and the ridge 


was alive with our soldiers darting on 
through the grass, crouching as they went 
‘glong, to avoid as much of the fire as possi- 
ble. That was the most dangerous part of 
the journey, but for the soldier it was more 
pleasant to be advancing quickly in the open 
than to go slowly through the bush under a 
fire which he could not see or answer. 


Barbed Wire Soon Surmounted. 


There was not the slightest wavering, 
Occasionally a line of barbed wire fenee 
caused a little delay, but that method of de- 
fense proved of small avail. In fewer min- 
utes than it takes to tell our front line had 
reached the battom of the steep ridge under 
the redoubt, and there they were more or 
less under cover. 

Up the hill they went, and as they gained 


| 


the top the Spaniards retired quickly past 
' the red blockhouse along the plateau and 
_ gained their second line of defense. By half- 


past 1 the blue shirts were in the blockhouse, 
and not only the main redoubt but the whole 
front line was ours. 

That is to say, the Spaniards were driven 
bach to their last line, 700 yards away from 


us and only a few hundred yards in front of 
“the city itself. Our flag was within a thou- 


gand yards of the walls of Santiago. 

All this. happened in an incredibly skort 
space of time. We had’first seen our hy 
eross the meadow on this side of the rivtér 
about 12:30, and” by 1:30, an hour later, San 
Juan was ours. So much for the glorious 
side of war. . 

Leaving El Poso, along the valley road, 
the whole aspect of affairs was different, 


* Nothing could be seen. from the road except 


the trees on either side, and the several regi- 
ments huddled along there had not the siight- 
est notion what had happened. All they 
knew ways that they had gone there to be 
shot at, with little chance of making& reply, — 


Sad Procession of the Wounded. 


' The wounded were coming back to the 
rear with dazed expressions, as if they had 
been struck by some totally unknown 
agency for no reason that they could im- 
agine. Some were in stretchers, others 
limped along supported by their comrades, 
some had no help at all‘and either lay by 
the roadside or strugeled painfully along as 
best they could. Five minutes on the road 
was long énough to realize that the day had 
been a hard one for us. The hospital men 
worked nobly, but it was difficult to keep 
up with the demand. That road had cost us 
dear. It seemed as if the poor fellows with 


. shattered limbs and bleeding faces would 


never stop coming back. A few looked 
cheerful; those perhaps who were.not badly 
wounded and were glad to get out of the 
day’s work for a short space. But most of 
them had a look of absolute indifference, ex- 
cept in so far as the blankness of their gaze 
asked for pity. The first sight cf wounded 
men is: apt to change one’s ideas on the 
subject of war. 

The farther one got the more terrible were 
the evidences of slaughter. Four or five bod- 
les lay by the roadside absolutely uncared 
for, because they were past remedy and the 
wounded required all the attention the brave 


hospital men could give them. 


Besides, the fight in the woods was by no 
means over. A number of Spanish sharp- 
shooters were in there and they were quietly | 
picking off their men on the road as the 
reserves passed along. Nearer .the first 
crossing of the river the fire grew hotter. 
Bullets whistled through the trees, and one 
unfortunate soldier was hit in the thigh 
Within a few yards of Stephen Crane and my- 
self. The bullet was probably one of the 
large brass mounted kind used by the guer- 
riias and it made a horrible wound. | 

The pain must have been intense, for the 
poor fellow screamed with agony. The lit- 
tle incident corroborated exactly a similar in- 
stance in ‘‘ The Red Badge of Courage,” and 
by a coincidence Crane was there to see it. 
It may seem brutal to take a psychological 
View of the matter in the middie of so much 


- suffering and agony, but for the inexperi- 
@€nced spectator the only way to prevent a 
condition of nauseating horror under such 


circumstances is to forget the claims and ties 
of humanity and regard each man as a 
mere pawn in the great kriegspiel. | 


Will Remember “ the Bloody Lane.” 


That valley road will always be remem- 
bered as the bloody lane. To make the hor- 
ror of it more intense the sharpshooters in 
the. trees would every now and then pick 
off a wounded man who was lying in a place 
of supposed safety or bring down one of 
the hospital corps who was bravely and 
calmly proceeding with his work under fire. 

r a few moments the lane became im- 
passable. The sharpshooters grew more 
aggressive and poured something like a vol- 
ley right down the road. A momentary 
Stampede followed. Our men came rushing 
back, and, after retiring ingloriously into 
the bushes to let the stream go by, I emerged 

t in time to help along an unfortunate 
hospital man who had been shot right 
through the chest. 

I freely confess that I was not sorry to 
Gain a little delay by taking a hand at the 
Stretcher and helping the man back out of 
the range of the sharpshooters. Men be- 
fome afraid for various reasons, but prob- . 
ably the strongest inducement to cowardice 
is the unaccustomed sight of wounded sol- 
diers. The dead count as nothing, but the 


— 


 atuent suffering of men who are mutilated 


but still live is apt to put the fear of death 
upon any one4wvho has not seen a good deal 
ptwaer. 


Hard Fighting on the Ridge. 

In the meantime we could hear from the 
valley the noise of fighting on the ridge, and 
Knew that were having a hard time 
to hold their own, and it became absolutely 
necessary to reach the ridge. In the mead- 
ows beyond the fatal creek where so much 
slaughter had: taken place the spent buliets 
were coming down freely from the Spanish 
rifles aimed at our men on the brow of the 
hill, and that was then the worst part of 
the journey. ‘t 

But our men went along with the utmost 
indifference there, having faced the real di- 
rect fire from the trenches earlier in the day. 
Once across the meadows the ridge in most 
places afforded excellent cove¥, for’ the 
Spaniards were driven back 600 or 700 yards 
over the top, and they could not hit our men 
there unless they stood up on the hill. On 
the other hand, they could not be hit, so 
that all afternoon a duel went on between 
our men and the enemy without much dam- 
age except for a few casualties from spent 
buliets in the meadows below and « few men 
nted while standing up above the brow of 
the hill. 


' Safe Under a Rain of Bullets. 

We spectators sat just under the brow of 
the hill listening in perfect safety to the 
bullet-storm over our heads, and hearing 
the storles of the men who had come up the 
hill in the first charge. By this time we had 
got used to the horrors of war, but even zo 
it was suggestive at least to have a man 
wounded previously in the head die within 
two feet of us, while we were discussing the 
day’s battle. 


Day Gained at Great Cost. 

Accounts differed, of course, enormously as 
to the loss on either side. But we heard 
enough to know that our men had gained 
the day at great cost, and many officers and 
men whom we had seen only the day be- 
fore were killed or so badly wounded that 
they would be crippled for life. The Spanish 
loss was naturally exaggerated.; One pri- 
vate with a vivid imagination told us he 
had seen 500 dead Spaniards in the block- 
house of the redoubt, just twenty-five yards 
away from us, Later on, when night drew 
on, and the Spanish fire gradually ceased. 
Fox and> myself went up and examined the 
blockhouse and trenches, and counted ex- 
actly seyen dead Spaniards, and almost as 
many dead Americans), 

It is useless, of course, to guess today at 
the numbers, but, while our losses in killed 
and wounded go close upon 1,000, I shall be 
much surprised to find that the Spaniards 
lost haif that number.: \ 

Dons Lose Heavily at Caney. 

Of course at-Caney many more men were 
lost on the enemy’s side because the town 
was actually taken, but even there the 
suffering on both sides was probably equal, 
although the Spaniards certainly had more 
men killed. One effect of modern artillery 
seems to be the enormous number of wound- 
ed, in proportion to the number of men 
actually killed. In many cases, too, where 
a man has been wounded in one part of the 
body he may be hit in another almost simul- 
taneously without knowing it. Cosby of 
the Rough Riders had his arm dressed and 
never knew that he was badly wounded in 
the chest as well. | 


No Time to Count Losses. 

But last night on the ridge there was no 
time to think of dead and wounded, As the 
night fell our men who had been fight ng 
since 4 o’clock in the morning with nothing 


to eat had still with their thinned ranks to 
faceSthe enemy only a few hundred yards 
away. It was an enemy, too, that was still 


full of fight, for only a few minutes before 
sunset they had come out of their trenches 
on the right and had charged right up to the 
front line of the cavalry brigade. 

And so*tired and worn as they were the 
men had to set to work and dig trenches just 


- over the ridge so that they might in some 


way command the Spanish lines. 


Fougth All Day, Worked All Night. 


That, perhaps, was the hardest task of 
all. To ask men who have marched and 
fought all day to stay awake all night and 
work for their lives to have themselves In- 
trenched by morning, seemed almost inhu- 
man, but it was inevitable. There was only 
one cheerful sight to relieve the tension and 
that was the arrival at the ridge of the 
commissariat wagons. All night they hur- 
ried along so that before daybreak “this 
morning every brave soldier in the front line 
had had at least alittle hard tack and bacon. 
Today the men are having a so-called rest; 
that is, they are lying in the trenches ynder 
a burning sun firing every now and then at 
any Spaniard who raises his head, 


Did All That Men Could Do. 


The cavalry and infantry have done all 
that human beings can. Their task has 
been almost more than men can bear. To- 
day and tomorrow the artillery must do at 
least purt of the work for them. 


Cubans Useless in Standup Fight. 

Before closing this hurried letter it may be 
as well to state that yesterday the Cuban 
cause was lost. As far as I can discover at 
this early period of the day the Cuban forces 
were yésterday entirely useless. ‘This was 
not at all surprising to those who knew the 
Cubans—knew that they could not stand up 
against organized troops when it came to 
storming a position. 

But the fact has come home so forcibly 
to the minds of the army generally that the 
outcry would be enormous if there were any 
attempt on the part of our government to 
surrender the Island of Cuba to such a peo- 
ple. The Cubans at their best are individ- 
ually ‘charming and collectively admirable 
as long as they are fighting for their lives 
and liberty. But to the American soldier 
it was maddening yesterday to feel that so 
much American blood was being shed for 
men who would not on this one supréme 
occasion .go to the*front and do honor to 
their nationality. The feeling inthe army is 
that when this fight is over the Cubans 
should be immediately disarmed, sent about 
their proper business, with the possible ex- 
ception of 1,000 picked men. =

Loss df Life at Sevilla Unnecessary.

They could not possibly capture 
the Spanish column; if they drove them in 
they were only asking them to do what 
they had every intention of doing in any case.

Diplomats 
who are friendly to Spain assert that the 
change in the Spanish Cabinet will be the 
means by which this much desired condition 
will be brought about. 

Deception will again be practiced on.the 

ignorant populace of Spain. The new Cab- 
inet will ostensibly be for war, and to per- 
sons familiar with practices of this nature 
it will be a strong war Cabinet with Marshal 
Campos at its head. The Queen realized, 
according to these diplomats, that it was im- 
possible to bring about a cessation of hos- 
tilities while Sagasta was at the head of the 
ministry, especially when a division exists 
in that body. The new ministry will really 
be for peace, and with Campos to guide the 
destinies of the tottering monarchy it is be- 
lieved he can save the crown to the infant 
King and stay the rage of that part of the 
Spanish populace which is favorable to con- 
tinuing a strife which has brought nothing 
but disaster to the Spanish nation. 
_ It is the judgment of these diplomats that 
when the fate of Santiago is learned a large 
‘proportion of the people who are now clam- 
oring for a continuance of the war will see 
the folly of pursuing such a course; then It 
will be safe for the new ministry to take 
some steps to restore peace, no matter how 
exacting the terms may be. _ | 


Part to Be Played by Russia. 


_ St. Petersburg, July 12.—Discussing the 


events of the war between Spain and the 
United States, which it regards as practical- 
ly over, the Novoe Vremya observes that 
the political situation largely depends upon 
the attitude of Russia. It adds: : 

‘‘ With respect to the Philippine Islands, 
the time has arrived to clearly state Rus- 
sia’s policy.”’ 

Continuing, the Novee Vremya remarks: 

‘* Russia has no positive interests in the 
Philippine Islands. If they are divided, the 
best parts will fall to Germany, Great 


Britain, and Japan, thereby strengthening

Fog set in after midnight and at 41n the 
morning was thick. Iwo watches were kept 
on board, one by the chief officer and the 
other by the second. At 1:30 in the morning 
he was called by the officer of the watch. 
The fog horn was blowing. From then on 
till the collision the fog became more and 
more dense. It did not lift till after the 
collision. 

The ship. was making five knots and the 
sails were kept shaking to deaden its way. 
As nearly as he could remember it was 5 
‘o'clock when, while .in the chartroom, he 
heard a steamer’s fog whistle. The lookout 
man was then ordered to shorten intervals 
between the blasts of the fog horn. The 
direction of the sound of the steamer’s 
‘whistle could not be located until the last 
blast just before the collision. Theship was 
then making about four knots, with sails 
shaking. The approaching ship’s whistle 
sounded on the port bow. He could do noth- 
ing. The steamer struck the instant after 
they saw its bow. It was just like a flash. 

Two ships’ models were produced, present- 
_ing the point of contact in the collision. 

‘“‘Our bow was cut off completely,’’ con- 
tinued the witness. ‘‘ Our collision bulkhead 
saved the Cromartyshire. We have a sluice 
valve connected with the pumps, After 
pumping out the forepeak we closed it, and 
kept it closed, It was closed at the time of 
the accident. Our fore topmast was hang- 
ing over the side, yards and everything at- 
tached. We had no knowledge whatever of 
the positionwof the other ship until we again 
heard its fog whistle. At the time of the 
collision the sea was rough, as it had been 
blowing through the night.”’ | 


NEW TAX LAW MAKES TROUBLE. 


Equalization Statute Ambiguous in 
Wording and County Commission- 
ers Differ as to Its Meaning.

TENETS OF THE PARTY FAITH. 


Platform Denounces Allen Bill, Up- 


holds Altgeld, and Favors Bryan 
as the Nominee in 1900. 


Springfield, Ill., July 12.—[{Special.]—Fol- 
lowing is the platform adopted by the Demo- 


j cratic State convention today: 


The Democrats of the State of Illinois, in 
convention assembled, adhering firmly to 
“the time-honored principles and prattices of 
the Democratic party, which seek to secure 
to the great body of the people the widest 
liberty of thought and action and the broad- 
est possible power of control over govern- 
mental action, and believing that the most 
important function of. government is to so 
distribute its benefits as well as its burdens 
that they may be shared as equally as possi- 
ble by all the people, declare our conviction 
that the concentration of power and wealth 
within a narrow and constantly contracting 
circle, encouraged and fostered by the Re- 
publican party, may best be relieved by the 
establishment of the following Democratic 
principles, which we hereby again promul- 
gate and pledge an honest effort to carry 
out: . 

The free and unlimited coinage of both sil- 
ver and gold at the present established ratio 
of 16 tol by independent action of the United 
States, without waiting\for the consent or 
permission of other nations. 

The reduction of tariff duties to a point 
which will provide only a sufficient revenue 
for the needs of the government without 
levying extra tax upon the consumer for 
the purpose of enriching the already 
wealthy. 

The adoption of a fair and equitable tax 
on incomes and amendments to the consti- 
tution of the United States if necessary to 
accomplish this purpose. 

That appropriate legislation be enacted to 
more clearly detine the duties and powers of 
courts in the issuing of writs restraining 
citizens of their rights without trial by jury. 

The adoption of national and State laws 
tha will abolish pools and trusts which unite 
in unlawful combinations corporations en- 
gaged in the same line of business for the

We reaffirm the Monroe doctrine and again 
pledge ourselves to abide by the advice of 
Washington to keep ourselves free from en-. 
tangling alliance with foreign nations. 


Pledge Their Faith in Bryan. | 

We recognize William Jennings Bryan as 
the leading exponent of the foregoing prin- 
ciples, enunciated as a declaration of party 
faith by the Democratic national conven- 
tion of 1896, which acknowledged leadership 
he has justly earned and is universally ac- 
-corded by reason of his great ability, match- 
less eloquence, and zealous devotion to the 
welfare of the ‘whole people, and vo confi- 
dently look forward toa gloriousv:i. .y for 
Democracy in 1900 under his superv 
ship. 
. We declare that the Republican party has 
utterly and signally failed to carry out any 
‘of its platform promises made in 1896. It 
has made no effort to reform the admitted 
defects in our financial system so as to 
provide a stable and sufficient currency.

ESTERHAZY Is ARRESTED. 


ALLEGED AUTHOR OF THE DREXFUs 
“ DOCUMENT IN JAIL, 


| 


Which Has Caused the Life Impris- 
onment of the Captain Who Many 
Believe Has Been Made the Victim 
of the “ Bandit Count,” as He Was 
Termed by Zola—History of the 
Trial Which Is Being Revived. 


Paris, July 12.—Count Ferdinand Walsin 
, Esterhazy, the alleged author of the bor- 
dereau [document] in the Dreyfus case, 
has been arrested. Mme. Pays, associated 
with him, has also been placed under arrest. 

The arrests are apparently in connection 
with the reopening of the Dreyfus case. 

The Cabinet has decided to prosecute 
Colonel Picquart, who was disciplined for 
giving testimony favorable to| M. Zola, at 
_ the recent trial of the author, on the charge 
of an illegal communication of documents 
» concerning the security of the State to 
Maitre Leblois, who was Colonel Picquart’s 
legal adviser during the Zola trial. Maitre 
Leblois will also be prosecuted as an ac- 
complice. | 
Colonel Picquart and! Maitre Leblois have 
not yet been arrested, but they are liable to 
from two to five years’ imprisonment. 

The government is determined to suppress 

the agitation on behalf of Dreyfus. The 
papers today publish a number of documents 

bearing on the whole case. | 


“ Esterhazy is a most interesting human 
document. He is a thorough-going bandit, 
a braveone. He has undeniable courage 
= knows how to defend himself like a 
lion.’”’ 

This was the estimate put upon Count 
| Esterhazy by Emile Zola, the man who, for 
reflecting on the courtmartial which acquit- 
ted Esterhazy, was sentenced to a years 
imprisonment and to pay a fine of 3,000 
frdncs, Which sentence, however, was sub- 
sequently set aside. 

Count Esterhazy is connected with the 
celebrated Hungarian family of that*’name, 
one member of which, Prince Esterhazy, 
was reported some time ago to ke about to 
marry Mrs. Langtry. | 

Esterhazy’s troubles began after the con- 
viction, in 1804, of Captain Albert Dreyfus of 
the French army of betraying military se- 
_crets to the German government. His con- 
_viction was based on a document (bordereau) 
| said to be in his handwriting, but which did 
not bear his signature. He denied guilt, but 
he is now serving a life sentence in close con- 
finement on Devil's Island. | 
| <After Dreyfus was in confinement it was 
declared that a rich and titled army officer 
had been requested to resign as a result of 
the continued leaking of military secrets. 
It was also said that the officer was the 
author of the “ bordereau.”’ 

Every one in France took the description 
as that of Esterhazy. Specimens of his 
handwriting were found to be similar to 
that in the document. Then many letters 
said to have been written by Esterhazy came 
to light, many of them showing the great- | 
est bitterness against the French, and espe- 
cially French Hebrews. | 

The Figaro printed these letters, in one of 
which the writer said he would enter the 
Turkish service, and added: ‘‘I shall not 
leave without having played a trick of my 
own on those amiable Frenchmen.” Ester- 
hazy acknowledged the authorship of most 
of the letters, and at his own request he was 
court-martialed on a charge of having 
‘dealings with a foreign power or its 
agents to incite them to commit hostilities 
or undertake war against France, or procure 
it the means of doing so.”’ 

The evidence was taken behind closed 
doors; the verdict was *‘ not guilty.’’ It was 
then, in an open letter to President Faure, 
that Zola pointed out illegalitiesin the court- — 
martial, charged the Minister of War and 
the investigating officers with perjury, and 
challenged the government to prosecute him. 

But although the sentence of the Zola court 
was set aside, he and M. Perreux, the pro- 
prietor of the newspaper Aurcre, which 
‘printed his charges, were afterwards found 
guilty of libeling the members of the Es- 
terhazy court-martial, and were assessed 
damages besides big fines... Zola was sen- 
tenced to imprisonment. 

Of Mme. Pays no mention was made during 
the trouble. Esterhazy mentioned a “‘ veiled 
lady,’’ who had warned him of a plot against 
him. |

If they wanted to escape they have 
had both the time and opportunity, for the 
fleet could do nothing to prevent it, its shells 
falling far short of the mark. | 

If, o. the other hand. the Spanish forces 
were .in Santiago yesterday morning they 
are there now, for Shafter has at last com- 
pletely invested the city, and they will be 
captur.d. If they are not there the city stil] 
will be captured, but it will be only a city 


of noncombatants and an empty garrison..

To meet 
appropriations amounting to nearly 900 
million dollars the government has the reve- 
nues collected under the Dingley law, the 
proceeds of the war taxes, which will:exceed 
the estimated yield, and the proceeds of the 
sale of bonds not exceeding the amount of 
400 millions. There will be an abundance of 
money to meet all demands. 


JUSTICE AND CAUSES OF THE WAR. 

The statement made recently by White- 
law Reid to a Paris paper—Le Matin—as to 
the justice of and the causes for the war 
now, being carried on by the United States 
against Spain is a clear and forcible present- 
ment of the facts in the case. The first 
point made by Mr. Reid for the instruction 
of the French public is that for three-quar- 
ters of a century the American government 
has been committed positively to the posi- 
tion that if Spain failed to govern Cuba the 
island must either govern itself or‘ must be 
governed by the United States, it not being 
deemed permissible that any other Eu- 
ropean nation should take the place of 
Spain. ; 

Spanish rule in Cuba, always bad, has 
become atrocious of late years. It has been 
such as no European power would tolerate 
almost within sight of its own shores by a 
distant nation. The interests of civiliza- 
tion and humanity called for interference 
in Cuba. As the United States would not 
permit any European nation to interfere, it 
was bound to do so itself. President Me- 
Kinley desired to cure the ills of Cuba'with- 
out war, but the De Lome incident and 
especially the destruction of the Maine, 
which followed it, made peaceful remedies 
impossible. | 

As Mr. Reid truly states, after the de- 
struction of the Maine by Spanish treachery 
it was beyond the power of any President, 
Cabinet, or Congtess to restrain the Amer- 
ican people from war. All the promises of 
Spain that it would mend matters in Cuba 
and the idle chatter about autonomy and 
armistices received no attention from an 
indignant people determined to put an end 
to the intolerable Cuban question. The 
American ariny and navy are engaged in 
that business now. If France had been in 
the position of the United States war would 
have begun long before it did. Frenchmen 
have not the patience Americans have 
shown they possess. 

Regarding the future destiny of Cuba 
Mr. Reid speaks guardedly. Hestates that 
after the rebellion the American people 
wanted no more territory and that when 
war was declared “ there was not the re- 
motest thonght in it of taking Cuba for our- 
selves.” Then headds: 

But the sweep of war is like that of the whirl- 
wind—no man can tell where it may reach. We 
have interfered to give Cuba a better government, 
and we therefore stand morally responsible to 
the civilized world for the character of its goy- 
ernment, The present insurgent» may be able 
to establish one that we can afford to be re- 
sponsible for, but if not, our responsibility con- 
tinues. 

That responsibility for the future good 
government of Cuba, which the United 
States cannot shirk, will make the continued 
possession of the island by the United States 
a necessity. Almost the first to. demand 
it will be the Cubans who have been loyal 
to Spain. They will not want to be gov- 
erned by insurgents. The latter will prefer 
American rule to that of fellow-Cubans 
who have been against them during the re- 
cent struggle. The American setflers, of 
whom there will be so many in Cuba soon 
after the war is over, will insist, of course, 
that the American flag shall continue to 
float over them. 7 Bek

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


s New Naval Program—New 
of Fast Ships to Be Bullt—Old 
Vessels to Be Rearmed. 


The new naval program of the British 
government is soon to be presented to Par- 
Hament. It is said that the program will 
include important additions to the British 
navy in the number and armament of the 
vessels to be constructed. The proposals 
will not be of an exacting character finan- 
clally, and they will not call for an addi- 
tion to the burdens of.the taxpayer; there- 
fore there should-be little difficulty in carry- 
ing them through Parliament. The pro- 
gram will be based principally on the new 
conditions arising out of the recent changes 
in China,, and in connection with the acqui- 
sitions of Wei. Hai Wei and the territory 
on the mainland in proximity to Hongkong, 
— will become a naval! base of the first 
order. 

The details of the additions to be made 
to the British navy have been worked out 
in secret thus far, Mr. Goschen having said 
that he had no intention of giving foreign 
governments the opportunity of getting an 
even start in the construction of the special 
kind of ships that were contemplated. From 
this it may be conjectured that it is intended 
to produce a fleet of vessels with many nov- 
elties in design and armament adapted to 
the exigencies of a new line of policy. 

From the hints dropped by Mr. Goschen | 
a few months ago, in presenting the ordi- 
nary naval estimates to Parliament, it seems 
likely that the additions to be made to the 
British navy will comprise a class of ves- 
sels between the battleship and thearmored 
cruiser, in ~which advantage will be taken 
of the improvements in the manufacture 
of armor to diminish the thickness and con- 
sequent weight of the plating and to add 
some of the weight saved in the hull to the 
armament. Efforts will also be made to 
secure a high rate of speed with, at the same 
time, a maximum coal-carrying capacity, 
it having come to be recognized that cir- 
cumstances might arise where the supply 
of fuel at a British coaling station might 
be destroyed or fail to be kept’up through, 
the action of an enemy’s cruisers. | 

Whether it will be possible to keep the 
details of the style of construction of these 
new ships a secret for any length of time 
after they are begun remains to be seen; 
but it is certain that other countries that 
are giving attention to their naval arma- 
ments are only waiting the first indications 
to start building similar vessels. 

The great question in England now Is as 
to the value of the older armorclads,. so 
many of which still figure on the list of 
effective ships. Lord Charles Beresferd, 
who. has made this subject particularly his 
own, has conclusively shown that as at 
present armed they are useless for pur- 
poses of modern warfare, and he calls for 
the complete rearmament of no less than 
forty-five of these ships. The muzzle-load- 
ers with which they are at present fur- 
nished are of no more use than so many 
popguns, and to send them to sea to meet 
the ships of France, Russia, or Germany 
would be acriminalact. Of these forty-five, 
thirty-seven figure on the last Parliamentary 
return, which shows the armored vessels of 
the British navy to camprise sixty-four bat- 
tleships, twenty-six armored cruisers, and 
fifteen coast defense ships, as against fifty- 
seven battleships, thirty armored cruisers, 
and thirty coast defense ships which are 
included in the united French and Russian 
navies, all armed with the best modern 
gins. 

Hitherto it has been considered that all 
vessels built since 1880 might be classed as 
effective, but it is now held to be doubtful 
whether, through the advance made in the 
manipulation of high explosives and in con- 
sequence of the power and rapidity of fire 
of modern guns, those vessels built before 
1888 nfay not also have to be relegated to 
the list of those classed as obsolete for the 
battle line. In that case a large number of 
the French and Russian ships pass off the 
effective list also, though they, as well as 
the British ships similarly placed, could 
still render effective service in the matter

Credit for the Destruction of Cervera’s 
Fleet. 
Washington, D. C., July 8.—While friends 


.of Admiral Sampson and Commodore Schley 


are disputing about the relative credit to be 
given for the destruction of Cervera’s fleet, 
interesting revelations come from the front. 
A letter from an official on one of the ships 
has reached the Navy department, giving 
details of the affair. According to this ver- 
sion Admiral Sampson's flagship, the New 
York, was twelve miles east of the harbor 
entrance, the Admiral having gone for a 
conference with General Shafter. Commo- 
dore Schley’s flagship, the Brooklyn, was 
about ten miles south, lying well out for 
sea room. 3 

The Texas wason guard duty at the mouth 
of the harbor, with the Oregon, the Iowa, 
and Gloucester near. Out came the Span- 
ish fleet. The Texas banged away, raised 
the alarm signal, and plunged forward. 
The Iowa, the Oregon, and the Gloucester 
joined in the running fight. There was no 
flag officer present when the fleet came out 
and the fight began, but in the weeks of 
waiting the commanders of the ships had 
repeatedly gone over the plan of battle. So 
on Sunday morning, without orders from 
Admiral or Commodore, the three battle- 
ships and the little Gloucester pitched in, 
each picking out a foe, Seeing the commo- 
tion, the Admiral’s flagship and the Commo- 
dore’s flagship started for the scene as hard 
as they couldgo. Commodore Schley, being 
to the south, had not as far to steam, and 
headed diagonally for the leader, cutting 
off the Cristobal Colon. Admiral Sampson 
came up a little later. 

It doés not appear from this, which while 
not official is considered a truthful account , 
of the situation, that there need be any 
further friction between the friends of the 
Admiral and the Commodore. The battle 
was begun and the fleet was destroyed with- 
out any immediate orders. Captain Philip 
was entirely accurate when he called his 
men about him and told them to give the 
Almighty thanks for the victory. It is to 
the credit of both Admiral Sampson and 
Commodore Schley that such perfect disci- 
pline and understanding existed among the 
ships that both of them could be absent and 
such a result ‘be accomplished.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. |

With yells 
of delight the men poured out of the turrets 
of the two ships, and when a broom went up 
at the mainmast of the Brooklyn they began 
to cheer and did not stop for ten minutes. 


Sampson Twelve Miles Away.

A boat was lowered from the Brooklyn 
and Captain Cook went aboard to receive the 
surrender. The Rear Admiral in charge said 
with tears in his eyes: ‘‘ I surrender uncon- 
ditionally to Commodore Schley. We were 
badly hurt and could not get away.”’ 

While Captain Cook’s boat was coming 
alongside thé Spansh captives shouted, 
“(Bravo Americano!"’ and the re- 
sponded, Bravo Spaniards!” (sic). 

While Captain Cook was returning to the 
Brooklyn the New York, with Admiral 
Sampson, came along, ran in between the 
Brooklyn and the prize, and ordered Captain 
Cook to send the prisoners on board the 
New York. | | 

Commodore Schley, seeing this, mega- 
phoned over: ‘“‘I request the honor of re- 
ceiving the surrender of the officers of the 
Cristobal Colon.”’ 

No answer was vouchsafed from the New 
York, and the ship that had not fired a shot 
took the honor. Commodore Schley then 
raised the pennant, ‘‘ A glorious victory has 
been won; details later.’’ —The answer from 
the New York was: “ Report your casual- 
ties.’’. 

The Brooklyn was hit twenty-six times, 
but only one man, G. H. EHis, was killed, 
and only one man, J. H. Burns, fireman, was 
wounded. 

The Colon went ashore at the place where 
the Virginius expedition tried to land and 
was captured years ago. The chase had 
lasted four hours, and the Brooklyn, Oregon, 
Texas, and Gloucester had saved the United 
States fleet from the stain of allowing the 
Spanish vessels to escape—the Oregon arr 
Brooklyn by their splendid chase and great 
gunnery, the Texas by its determined work 
on the first two ships, and the Gloucester by 
its marvelous attack on the destroyers. 

Schley’s Interview with Cervera. 

On the return of the United States cruiser 
Brooklyn to the blockade the Iowa reported 
to Commodore Schley that Admiral Cervera, 
the commander of the Spanish fleet, was on 
board. The Commodore at once went over 
to pay his respects. 

The Spanish Admiral was much cast down 
by his defeat, but preserved a dignified and 
courteous demeanor notwithstanding. He 
said he deeply appreciated the fact that the 
men of the Brooklyn did not exult by cheer- 
ing when it was learned that he was a pris- 
oner on the Iowa. He replied in response to 
the Commodore’s remark that it was the 
fortune of war: ‘‘ Yes; but I’ve lost my 
career now that I’ve been defeated.”’ | 

Commodore Schley, however, told him that 
such a brave deed as that of bringing out 
his squadron could never be looked upon 
otherwise than as a most gallant feat, upon 
which Admiral Cervera threw his arms 
around the Commodore and said: 

* Ah, sailors always are gentlemen.”’ 

He then said he thought his dead would 
number probably 750, though he could not 
tell definitely. 

He spoke of the accuracy and deadliness 
of the Brooklyn’s fire, saying that in the 
early part of the action one of its shells had 
traversed the entire length of the gun deck, 
killing and wounding probably eighty men. 

On the Vizcaya alone there were 110 men 
killed. Admiral Cervera said he feared the 
losses might be greater than he anticipated, 
for many men were below the protective 
deck, and when the ships were on fire it must 
have been difficult for them to escape. He 
added that all his Captains had been killed 
or wounded; but, later, it was found that 
the Captain of the Cristobal Colon was 
saved. | 

Admiral Cervera also said he had no doubt 
but that at least three of the ships would 
have gotten away had it not been for the 
Brooklyn, the Oregon, and the Texas. | 


Bringing History Up to Date. 

The story of Cervera’s attempt to escape 
is an interesting one, and is told briefly by 
Commander of Frigate Adolpho Centrores, a 
prisoner on board the eonverted yacht 
Vixen,. taken off the battleship Cristobal 
Colon. ‘Commander Centrores told this 
iriteresting story: | 

“It is not true that the heavy fire of the 
American ships drove us out. Besides the 
accident to the Reina Mercedes we had-no 
casualties. The dynamite shells of the 
Vesuvius did no damage except to terrorize 
people. A shell did not strike Smith Cayo 
at all, but hit near the base [sic. ]. 

“We arrived in Santiago harbor on May 
19. We did not know that our whereabouts 
was a secret. We made no attempt to hide 
or to cOver up our plans. We simply took 
easy stages to get to Cuba. It was fright- 
fully hot in the harbor and we suffered 
greatly. We made no attempt to get out 
and did not use our torpedo boats, as all 
our machinery was defective and we wore 
trying to repair it. The frequent bombard- 
ments by the American ships resulted in 
quite a loss of life, but did little other dam- 
age. The batteries were not harmed to 
any extent. It is not true that we dismount- 
éd our ships’ guns. The Reina Mercedes 
guns were all on the forts when Commodore 
Schley arrived. On Saturday, May 28, we got 
word that Schley had left Cienfuegos for San- 
tiago, and we started to get out. The news 
had come too late, as Schley had left a 
couple of his ships to act as decoys before 
Cienfuegos and in the meantime had come 
down here. | 

“On Saturday morning, May 29, we found 
Schley blocking our wey. It was then Cer- 
vera’s intention to come out and give bat- 
tle, but General Linares and the citizens 
objected, and we staid.’’

“On Sunday morning the lookouts report- 
ed that the Massachusetts, New Orleans, 
and New York were not in sight, and it was 
concluded that it was a good time to make 
the start. We were the last ship out and 
| we saw at once that the Brooklyn, Texas, 
and Oregon were doing dreadful work with 
the two leading ships. |That is all I know of 
the battle except that two eight-inch shells 
from the Brooklyn went through us and a 
thirteen-inch shell from the Oregon hit us 
in the stern. We saw/no other ships than 
those In the last two hours, but we had to 
make such a long detour in going out that 
we thought best to surrender.”’ 

He waited for a moment and then said:

ALL MINES TO BE EXPLODED.

TORRITORIAL ACQUISITION, 
Bx-Attorney General Harmon Dis- 
cusses the Country’s Foreign Policy 
Before the Ohio Bar Association and 
Deprecates the Necessity to Leave 
the Flag in Permanence in Every 
Place It Is Planted in Victory—More 


Perilous than Defeat. 
dress of the President, ex-Attorney General 
Harmon, to the Ohio Bar association today 
was mainiy devoted to the question of ter- 
ritorial acquisition by the United States. He 
said on this subject: 

“We have made war on a ground so un- 
usual that there is scarcely a precedent. 
That ground was so high and so consistent 
with our ideas that I am not ready to deny 
that, under al} the circumstances, we were 
justified in making a precedent. But we 
knew for various reasons we were liable to 
be suspected of covetousnese lurking behind 
our professed motives, and to be accused of 
making a pretext rather than a precedent. 
The war resoltitions, therefore, which were | 
passed almost without dissent and approved 
without hesitation, were made expressly to 
declare that we did not covet our neighbor’s 
lands from which we demanded her with- 
drawal. 

“That neighbor, thus made our enemy, 
has, scattered over the globe, the remnants | 


of her great possessions. It was of course 


vroper to attack her in any of these, as well 
as in Cuba. The victory which Commodore 
Dewey won seemed to bring within our grasp 
a large group of imhabited islands, nearly 
8,000 miles away, and to show that still 
others might be had for the taking. 

“ Forthwith,| before we had conquered a 
foot of Spanish soil, it was declared by 
many, for whose statements we are held in 
a measure accountable, that we shall keep 
whatever we take. We must seize the 
dominion from which we thrust Spain and 
become the ruler of numerous and distant 
peoples of unkindred race and tongue. | 


No Express Authority for Acquisition. 


“This involyes a radical change in the 
course the country has followed from the be- 
ginning, and is not a matter to be settled by’ 
hue and cry. No authority to acquire ter- 
ritory, anywhere, is expressly granted, 
Jefferson thought the book of the constitu- 
tion had to be closed while he bought 
Louisiana. He| depended upon subsequent 
approval by an amendment, the form of 
which he prepa The Federalists, except 
Hamilton, with. his construction 
though they condemned his course. 

“ The purchase of Florida followed. Then 
we anmexed Texas, and soon after made the 
Gadsden purchase from Mexico, giving our 
present Southern boundary. Then we bought 
Alaska, 

“The authority of Congress to provide for 
the entire government of territory acquired, 
until it shall be| included into a State, has 
passed the stage of controversy. That toad- 
mit new States is express and unquestioned. 
The government may, of cqurse, seize and 
hold any or all of an enemy’s dominions, as 
an act of war. It must govern what it holde, 
if inhabited. The holding may be prolonged 
after the war as security or for indemnity. 
In such cases, as was decided with respect 
to Mexico, it Is still the enemy’s country. 
But may the government make part of our 
domain any country, no matter where or 
how settled, and either admit it as a State, 
or, though in the nature of things it can 
never become @ State, proceed to govern it 
permanently? | 

**In the cases of Louisiana, Florida, and 
Texas there were express stipulations for 
ultimate admission to Statehood, inserted at 
our instance, because it was feared the trans- 
actions would be invalid without them. These 
circumstances were not mere accidents, but 


indicate, throughout all the precedentb of | 


our history, récognized restrictions of the 
power of acquisition. The precedents which 
have established the power have fixed its 
limitations, | 

“ The plan and purpose of our union might 
be entirely perverted by a wrongful use of 
the power intrusted to the federal govern- 
mem merely to enable it to carry them out. 
No Imitation ts expressed of the war power. 
May Congress involve us in a war for mere 
conquest or oppression? Might our forces 
have been sent to aid Spain instead of the 
Cubans? The terms which give the power 
to make treaties are broad. May we join 
with Russia and Germany to restore the 
Bourbons to the throne of France? The 
power to admit new States is general. Muy 


Congress admit Indian tribes, or Mexico, or 


the South American republics, or Switzer- 
land as States of the union? The power to 
dispose of our territory is not restricted in 
terms. May Congress grant Arizona to 
Japan, or Oklahoma to China? 


Bound to Follow Design of Founders. 


“These are all extreme cases, but they 
merely enlarge our view of the subject we 
are testing. Surely none of these things 
could be done consistently with the constil- 
tution. And this is because our government 
is not absolute even in the exercise of the 
powers delegated to it, but is bound to use 
them only to further the design of its 
founders. | | 

“That design was to secure the blessings 
of liberty to them and their descendants by 
means of a more perfect union of the com- 
munities founded and to be founded by them 
It is new States which 
may be admitted, not other States. They 
are ‘the United States of America.’ Their 
mission is peace. Common defense against 
invasion and protection against domestic 
violence are provided. There is no hint-of 
aggression or domination. 

** We should have to change both the name 
and the nature of our nation to admit any 
State out of America, especially if it be 
populated by allen races. Few, if any, are 
now bold enough to advocate this. To get 
dominion over strange peoples for the mere 
purpose of governing them, not admitting 
them as equals in a family of States, stretch- 
ing -into permanency for that purpose a 
power meant to be temporary and occa- 
sionally only, and for that reason left unre- 
stricted, is rightly called an imperial policy. 
It would belie and discredit the Declaration 
of Independence, and convict us of hypocrisy. 
‘We cannot under our system govern any 
people without letting them help govern us. 

‘*An imperial policy will as surely some 
day lead to an Emperor. He may assume 
some softer name if our sensitiveness sur- 


vive, as is often the case. But an imperial 


policy and a republic make a contradic- 
tion in terms. The policy must go.or the 
Emperor in some form must come. The 
British properly added, ‘Hmpress of In- 
Gia’ to the titles of the Queen. When his 
office outgrows the discriptive name given 
him by the constitution, what shall we call 


| the * President of the United States ’?

COAL OPERATORS 

DISCUSS ANOTHER 
QUT IN WAGES. 
Meeting of Ohio Producers May 
Be the Forerunner of Another 


_ Big Strike Among the [liners— 
_ Definite Action Is Postponed, 


A theeting which may prove to be the fore- 
runner of another great coal strike in the 
Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois fields was held 
at the Auditorium Hotel yesterday. Ohio 
poal operators attended, and the day was 
faken up with a discussion of the serious sit- 
ey brought about by the competition of 
est. Virginia and Maryland operators, 
who, by reason of a lower wage scale, can 
undersell the Ohio as well as the Illinois and 
[Indiana operators in their own fields. While 
no decision was reached as to the course to 
pursued, it was the general opinion that 

he only remedy lay in, such a reduction of 
ages as would enable the operators to 
»mpete with the Eastern products. 
Representatives of several railroads inter- 
ested were present, and while there was 
talk of throwing the traffic to those roads 
not handling Southern coal, the general 
opinion was the remedy would not be found 
in this direction. It was the opinion of some 
that the impending reorganization of the 
Baltimore and Ohio would result in higher 
rates, and thus correct in part present evils. 
It was decided to defer definite action until 
the meeting in Detroit next month. Besides 
the Ohio operators, there were present rep- 
resentatives of the firms of W. P. Rend & 
Co. and J. W. Ellsworth of Chicago. 

One of the largest Ohio operators said: 
The only practical remedy at hand seems, 
to be a reduction of wages. It is barely pos- 
sible that some changes’in the railroad situ- 
ation may be brought about which will make 
this unnecessary. I am persuaded the rem- 
edy rests among ourselves. At the time we 
entered into the agreement it was under- 
stood the miners were to bring the West 
Virginia and Maryland operators into line, 
but they failed. I do not think we can get 
the roads in our territory to make a lower 
rate nor induce the Eastern roads to advance 
their rates on the West Virginia and Mary~ 
land coals. Accordingly, the only remedy 
igs a reduction of wages.” 

W. P. ‘Rend said the situation was grave, 

ind that the trouble was largely due to the 
inous policy of the Southern operators, 
who were wrecking the railroads which they 
controlled in order to push their coals into 
this and nearby fields.

MAY VOID TULEY’S RULE. 


SUPREMB COURT SAID TO HAVE RE- 
VERSED GARBAGE CASE. | 


Commissioner McGann Hears That the 
Injunction Against the City Is Or- 
dered Dissolved—Suit an Important 
and Far-Reaching One, Affecting 
All: Public Improvements — New 
Board of Education Meets Tonight— 

Several Appointees Qualify. 


Commissioner McGann received word yes- 
terday in a rcundabout but reliable way 
that the Illinois Supreme Court had by a 
vote of 5 to 2 reversed the decision of Judge 
Tuley in the garbage case and ordered the 
injunction issued by him dissolved. If this 


fied it is, it is the most important decision 
regarding the material interests of Chicago 
that has been given by the Supreme Court 
for a long time, Tho court is not in session 
now and the decision, if it has been arrived 
at, cannot be announced till the next term, 
but the story brought to the City Hall was 
that it had been arrived at by the court be- 
fore adjournment, and the delay is to give 
the Justice in charge time to write an opin- 
ion befitting the importance of the case. 
The case as originally brought before Judge 
Tuley was to restrain the city from exe- 
cuting the contemplated five-year garbage 
contracts, and.the injunction was granted 


any contract for a larger sum than was set 
aside in the annual appropriatien bill or for 
matters not specifically appropriated for in 
that bill. As the garbage contract was for 
five years and payment for only one year 
was provided for in the bill the city was held 
to be incapable of making it. x Be 


Effect of the Decision. 


But while the garbage contract was the 
specific thing involved in the decision, it was 
much wider in its scope, as, were the Su- 
preme Court to uphold Judge Tuley’s find- 
ing, it would mean the city could not spend 
any money except when expressly provided 
for in the appropriation bill, and it has acted 
as a stopper on all public improvements and 
contracts not provided for im the last a 
propriation bill. | 

As an incident to the decision M. C. Mc- 
Donald was enabled to recover a check for 
$10,000 which was forfeited for the failure 
of A. J. Murphy to qualify on the garbage 
contracts after they had been awarded him, 
the court holding that as the contracts had 
been let Illegally a deposit could not be for- 
feited for failure to accept them; This check 
also formed the basis of an acrimonious dis- 
cussion between Controller Waller and the 
officers of the First National Bank, who re- 
fused to honor it when the city presented it 
for payment. If the Tuley decision ts re- 
versed the bank will have to pay this check.

Molds That Express 


Attorney General 
Companies Rather than Individ- 
uals Must Pay. |

as to whether the shipper or carrier shall 
pay for and affix the required revenue stamps 
to bills of lading, etc., Assistant Attorney 
General Boyd has held as follows: 

‘The law makes it the duty of every rail- 
road, steamboat company, carrier, express 
company, or corporation, or person whose 
occupation it is to act as such, to issue to the 
shipper, consignor, or his agent, or person 
from whom any goods are accepted for trans- 
portation, a bill of lading, manifest, or some 
other evidence of the receipt of goods, wares, 
or merchandise received for carrfage and 
transportation, and this Dill of lading, mani- 
fest, or memorandum requires a revenue 
stamp of the value of one cent affixed to it 
and canceled. 

“In case of failure to issue such bill of 
lading the law imposes a penalty of $50 upon 
the carrier guilty of such failure. The pur- 
pose of the law is clear. It was to tax the 
carrier and not the shipper.”

Father Vattman, Chaplain at Fort Sheri- 
dan, is anxious to receive financial help in 
caring for the families of enlisted men left 
behind when the Féurth Infantry went to 
the front. He fears that actual destitution 
in many cases cannot long be deferred 
otherwise. He dented the statement that 
some of the families of the officers are in 
want. Concerning the wives and children 
of the enlisted men he said: 

*“* My illness has prevented me from taking

It was given out, however, that the ordi- 
nances would probably come up this even- 
ing. This report was circulated in order to 
hold up the stock market and provide an 
tscape for some Aldermen who had been 
speculating in street railway properties and 
failed to get out before Monday evening. 
official announcement that the ordi- 
nances had been abandoned, however, sent 
the street railway stocks tumbling, and the 
speculative Aldermen were caught on the 
wrong side of the market. 

All sorts of stories are told of the extraor- 

dinary demands made by some of the Alder- 
men for their votes for the passage of the 
ordinances. It was even said they demanded 
€ome money for the mere introduction of 
them. This is improbable, asany Alderman 
could put them ‘in, and it is never customary 
in the Aldermanic business to pay over any 
money until the work is done and the goods 
delivered. It is possible, however, some of 
the. more hungry Aldermen demanded 
money ‘‘on account,” to pay current ex- 
penses during the time the ordinances might 
be pending. 

It is always the case that amidst so many 
rumors figures get badly exaggerated; but it 
seems to be reasonably certain that as much 
as $750,000 was demanded for the passage of 
‘the ordinances, and wild stories were out 
during the day putting the sum at twice 
that figure. The statement that $750,000 
was demanded, however, is vouched for by 


_, a man who is pretty close to the street rail- 


way companies and is not accustomed to 
talk about matters upon which he is not 
fairly well informed. 


Among the wilder stories which came’ 


from less reliable quarters were some that 
one Alderman had asked $50,000 as the price 
of his vote, another $75,000, and so on until 
fabulous figures were reached, It is certain, 
however, that the aggregate of the demands 
made by the interested Aldermen would foot 
up enough to make the average price about 
$18,000, and that was more than the com- 
panies would agree to. Even if they had 
been willing to pay the price, perhaps they 
could not lay hands.on the money ina hurry. 
The sum of $750,000 is not always standing 
to the credit of even a street railway com- 
pany’s bank account. 


Base Estimates on Stock Advance. 


The Aldermen seemed to think, however, 
the companies must have the ordinances 
or go out of-business, and fixed their prices 
accordingly. They had had their eyes 
opened to the enormous value of these or- 
dinances by the figures of the stock market 
on Monday. On the mere rumor that the 
ordinances were to be introduced in the 
Couneil that evening, coupled with the be- 
lief among speculators that the companies 
would not put them in unless they were 
reasonably sure of passage, the securities 
of the three main street car lines. advanced 
to the amount of $1,830,000.

EMPIRE FORESHADOWED. 


Paris, July 9.—[Special Cablegrath to the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.]—It is difficult 
to describe the sensation created here by 
the news received today via Berlin of the 
engagement of the Grand Duchess Helene 
of Russia, the hot-tempered, willful, and 
lovely daughter of the Grand Duke and 
Grand Duchess Vladimir, to Prince Louis 
Bonaparte. The latter, who is the younger 
son, but nevertheless the heir of Napoleon 
IIl.’s first cousin, the late Prince Jerome 


cavalry in the Italian service, the French 
army having been barred to him by the law 
passed during the Presidency of Grevy and 
during the tenure of General Boulanger of 
the office of Minister of War. 

As soon as Italy joined the triple alliance, 
which was admittedly directed against 
France, he resigned his commission in the 
Italian army and entered the Russian cav- 
alry, gradually’ serving his way up to the 
rank of General. A silent, reserved man, de- 
voted to his military profession, and of 
blameless private life, he enjoys the respect 
and esteem of every one, especially at St. 
Petersburg, where he has all along been 
treated both by the late Czar and by the 
present Emperor, as a member of the im- 
peria] family. 

Last year he attracted considerable atten- 
tion by declining the offer of an officer's 
cross of the Legion of Honor, tendered him 
by President Faure on the occasion of the 
jatter’s visit to Russia. But this slight, thus 
passed upon the chief magistrate of France, 
did not seem in any way to impair the good 
will of the Russian reigning family toward 
him. In fact, it seemed rather to increase 
their admiration for his sturdy independ- 
ence. Although precluded from serving in 
the French army, he is not exiled, and has 
been in the habit of spending each year his 
vacation at Paris as the guest of old Prin- 
cess Mathilde Bonaparte. He is likewise‘a 
great favorite of Empress Eugénie, while
